U nited States Senate. 
W ash in g to n , December 11th.—The reso­ 
lution offered by Morgan was agreed to re­ 
questing the President, if not incompatible 
with public interest^to communicate to 
the Senate a report of the actual instru­ 
mental survey of the line for a ship rail­ 
way across the Isthm us of Tehuantepec, 
and of any canal or canals designed to con­ 
nect such ship railway with the Gull of 
Mexico or the Pacific Ocean. 
On motion of Allison, it was resolved 
that until the expiration of the Forty-ninth 
Congress the Committee on Appropriations 
shall consist of ten members, and tbe 
Chair appointed Logan as an additional 
member. 
Sewell, at his own request, was relieved 
of the Chairmanship of the Committee on 
Military Affairs, and Logan was appointed 
to that "position. 
Manderson was, at his own request, re­ 
lieved from service on the Committee on 
M ilitary Affairs. 
Sherman was, at his own request, relieved 
from service on the Committee on Privi­ 
leges and Elections and the Committee on 
Library. 
Sewéll was appointed Chairman of the 
Committee on Library, and a member of 
the Committee 011 Privileges and Elections. 
Hoar, front the Committee on Judiciary, 
reported favorably a bill fixing the salaries 
of United States District Judges at $5,000. 
The bill was placed on the calendar. 
The Chair laid before the Senate a joint 
resolution of the Legislature of Connecti­ 
cut, urging Congress to pass without un­ 
necessary' delay a bill to provide for the 
Presidential count. 
The Chair also laid before the Senate a 
memorial from the Stute Executive Com­ 
mittee appointed by the Constitutional 
Legislature of the Territory of Dakota, 
praying for admission of Southern Dakota 
as a State of the Union and transm itting a 
draft of the Constitution for the approval 
of Congress. 
Harrison said he had only’ awaited the 
receipt of this memorial in order to intro­ 
duce a bill providing for the admission of 
the Territory named, and that he would 
introduce such a bill at an early oppor­ 
tunity. 
Hoar, from the Committee on Privileges 
and 
Elections, reported favorably' 
the 
original bill, providing for the performance 
of the duties of President in case of the 
death, resignation or inability of the Presi­ 
dent and Vice-President. H e said it was 
substantially the same bill that had been 
acted on last year by’ the Senate, and gave 
notice that he would call it up to-morrow’ 
for consideration. 
__ 
Edmunds expressed the hope that its 
consideration m ight be delayed for a day 
in order to that he might have an oppor­ 
tunity to attach to it, as an amendment, 
the bill already' introduced by him, regu­ 
lating the count of tbe Presidential vote. 
H oar was willing his bill should lie over 
one day. This was satisfactory to Edmunds. 
Placed on the calendar. 
At 1:20 p. m. the Senate went into execu­ 
tive session, and at 2:20 the Senate doors 
were reopened and a message was received 
from the President, transmitting the Keily 
correspondence, recently called for by Sen­ 
ator Vest’s resolution. 
It was ordered 
printed and to lie on the table. 
The Senate then adjourned at 2:25 p. m.

W a s h in g t o n , December 14tli.—Morrison, 
of Illinois, from the Committee on Rules, 
submitted the report of that committee on 
the proposed revision of the rules, and it 
was ordered printed and laid over until to­ 
morrow. permission being given to Ran­ 
dall, of Pennsylvania, to subm it a minority 
report. 
Weaver, of Iowa, offered a resolution 
providing for the call of States to-day, for 
the introduction of bills. 
Considerable antagonism was made to 
this proposition, and the discussion was cut 
short by a motion to adjourn, which at 
12:25 was carried. 
Suprem e C ourl D ecision in a M orm on 
Case. 


W a s h in g t o n , December 14th.—The Su­ 
preme Court to-day affirmed the judgm ent 
of the Supreme Court of Utah iu the case 
of Angus M. Cannon, piaintiti in error, 
againet the United States. Cannon was in­ 
dicted under the Edm unds Act for unlaw­ 
ful cohabitation with more than one wo­ 
man. 
Defendant objects to the giving of 
any evidence, on the ground that the in­ 
dictment did not allege that lie was a male 
person, nor that the cohabitation was with 
women as wives. The objection was over­ 
ruled, a verdict of guilty returned, and de­ 
fendant sentenced to pay a line of $500 and 
to be imprisoned for six months, and to be 
further imprisoned till the payment of the 
fine. The principal question was as to the 
proper construction of Section 37. depend­ 
ing on the meaning of tiie word “ cohabit,” 
as used in it, and Judge Blackford, in his 
opinion, 
says: 
"T he 
Court 
properly 
charged the jury that the defendant was to 
be found guilty if he lived in the same 
house with the two women, and ate at 
their respective tablet one-third of his time, 
or thereabouts, and held them out to the 
world, by his language or conduct, or both, 
as his wives, and that it was not necessary 
that it should be shown that he and the 
two women, or either of tlient, occupied 
the same bed or slept in the same room, or 
that he had sexual intercourse With them. 
* 
• * It is the practice of un­ 
lawful cohabitation with more than one 
woman that is aimed at. a cohabitation 
classed with polygamy, and having its out­ 
ward semblance. 
It is rot, on the one 
hand, meretricious, unm arital intercourse 
witli more titan one woman, for general 
legislation as to lewd practices is left to the 
Territorial Government, nor on the other 
hand does the statute pry’ into the intim a­ 
cies of the marriage relation ; but it seeks 
not only to punish bigamy and polygamy’, 
when direct proof of the exi^tencs oi these 
relations can be made, but to prevent a 
man front daunting in the face of the 
world the ostentation and opportunities of 
a bigamous household, with all the out­ 
ward appearances of the continuance of 
the same relations which existed before the 
Act was passed, and without reference to 
what may ^occur in the priyacy of those 
relations.’ * '* 
* 
* 
And again, in a spirit of interpretation, a 
man cohabits with more than one woman 
(Sections 2, 5 and 8 ot the Act), when hold­ 
ing out to the world two women as hit 
wives, by language or conduct, or by both, 
lives in the house with them aud eats at 
the table of each a portion of his time, al­ 
though he does not occupy the same bed or 
sleep in the room with either of them, or 
actually have sexual intercourse with either 
of them. 
He holds the two women out to 
the world as his wives, by’ his conduct. 
W hen he maintains two wives and the 
children of each, ail in the same house 
with himself, and regularly eats at the 
table of each, and acts as the head of the 
two families.” The opinion gives Web­ 
ster’s definition of the word “ cohabit.” 
and 
says 
Section 
3 
of 
the 
Act 
was intended to reach the exhibition of 
all the indicia of marriage, a house­ 
hold 
and 
a 
family 
twice 
repeated. 
The objections to the indictm ent oecause it 
does not allege that defendant was a male 
person, nor that he cohabited with two 
women as his wives, or as persons held out 
as wives, are overruled. 
Under tbe crim i­ 
nal procedure Act of Utah, the defendant 
having pleaded and not demurred, and 
being held to have understood distinctly 
that the charge was against a male person 
cohabiting with women as wives, aud not 
having been prejudiced bv the failure to so 
allege.'' 
The opinion concludes with the 
statem ent that a strong appeal was made 
in the argum ent not to uphold the rulings 
of the trial Court, because that would re­ 
quire a polygamous husband to not onlv 
cease living with his plural wives, but 
also 
to 
abandon 
the women them ­ 
selves, and the Supreme Court of the 
United States was asked to indicate what 
the conduct of the husband towards them 
must be in order to conform to the require­ 
ments of the law. The law says no Court 
can say in advance what particular state of 
things will be lawful. 
Further than that, 
a man must not cohabit with more than 


one woman, in the sense of the word “ co- ¡ 
habit,” as defined. W hile Congress had 
legitimated the issue of polygamous m ar­ 
riages born before January 1, 1883. it had 
left the conduct of the man towards his po­ 
lygamous wife to be regulated by consider­ 
ations which, outside of Section 3, are not 
covered by the statute, and which must, be 
dealt with judicially, when properly pre­ 
sented. 
From the decision of the Court Justices 
Miller and Field dissented. Justice Miller, 
in liis dissension of tlie decision, said : 
* 1 
think the Act of Congress, when prohibiting 
cohabitution with more than otto woman, 
meant unlawful cohabitatnal sexual inter­ 
course. It is, in m y opinion, a strained 
construction of a highly penal statute, to 
hold that men can be guilty under that 
statute without the accompaniment of 
actual sexual connections.

The A ppointm ent of K eily as M inister. 
W ashington, December 11th.—The Pres­ 
ident, in response t > the Senate resolution, 
adopted December 9th. transmitted to that 
body all the papers and correspondence on 
file relating to the appointment of A. M. 
Keily us Minister to Italy, and his subse­ 
quent appointment as Minister to Austria. 
The correspondence begins with a letter 
to Secretary Bayard from Baron Fava, 
Italian Minister Resident, dated April 13, 
1885, in which he calls attention to an ed­ 
itorial in tin- New York JIer<thl in refere t u ­ 
to the alleged utterances ot Minister Keily, 
appointed Minister to Italy, in regard to 
that Government, and says if the newspa­ 
per’s statement is true it is a most objec­ 
tionable and regretable one. 
Secretary Bayard answered under the 
same date, making an appointment to see 
the Italian Minister April 45th, and saving 
that enough is disclosed by his note to state 
that the Department cannot m ake editori­ 
als of newspapers in relation to alleged ut­ 
terances, confessed to have been made un­ 
officially. some fourteen years ago, of a 
gentleman selected to represent the Gov­ 
ernm ent in a foreign country, a basis of 
discussion 
with the Minister 
of that 
country here. 
Bayard continues: “ Hav­ 
ing proffered the gentleman, who entertains 
no oilier sentim ents toward your Govern­ 
m ent than those of entire respect and 
friendship, to represent the Government of 
the United States in Italy, nothing further 
devolves on this Government, and being 
assured that Mr. Keily will prove in all 
respects agreeable and acceptable as per­ 
sona grata to the Government of 
Itaiy, 
we must leave that Government to exer­ 
cise its own and sole discretion in receiv­ 
ing him in the spirit of friendship and 
respect in which he is sent forth.” 
Baron Fava, under date of April 20th, 
forwards Secretary Bayard the copy of a 
telegram received by him from the Italian 
Minister of Foreign Affairs, the substance 
of which is that if Keily gave utterance to 
the sentiments ascribed to him, he would 
not be acceptable to the King, and asking 
that this Government 
appoint another 
representative to Rome. 
The next letter in order is one front 
Keily to the ITesident, resigning the com­ 
mission. 
Secretary Bayard writes Baron Fava, 
under date of April 30th, acknowledging 
the receipt of a copy of the above-men­ 
tioned telegram, ana saying: “ The feeling 
of your Government on the subject has 
caused an arrcstation of Mr. Keily’s move­ 
ments, and he lias returned to the Presi­ 
dent his commission of Minister to Italy, 
and the object of the communication of 
the Italian Minister of Foreign Affairs is 
therefore accomplished.” 
On May 4th Secretary Bayard informed 
Baron Schaeffer, the Austrian Minister at 
W ashington, that the President had ap­ 
pointed Keily to succeed Francis as Minis­ 
ter at Vienna. 
On May 9th Baron Schaeffer handed 
Bayard the following translation of a tele­ 
gram from Count Kalvoky to himself, 
dated May 8th : “ We regret the nom ina­ 
tion of Mr. Keily as Minister Plenipoten­ 
tiary and Envoy Extraordinary to the Im­ 
perial Court, and his sudden departure 
from America, aS here, too, like in Rome, 
pro, tills scruples against this choice. Please 
direct, in the most friendly manner, the 
attention of the American Government to 
the generally-, .vising diplomatic practice, 
and ask, pr. v:"uV. to any nomination of a 
foreign Minister, the agreement [consent] 
of the Government to which he is ordered. 
You arc therefore requested to earnestly 
entreat them that the newly-nominated 
Minister may not reach Vienna before our 
confidential consent to his nomination has 
taken place. The position of a foreign 
envoy wedded to a Jewess hv civil mar­ 
riage. would be untenable, attd even im­ 
possible, in Vienna." 
In a communication to Baron Schaeffer, 


portance, and has no precedent, as yet dis 
ooverable. in modern times, in the inter­ 
course between friendly nations, and hav­ 
ing subm itted the m atter to the considera­ 
tion of the President, I am instructed by 
him to inform your Government, through 
you, that the ground upon which it is an­ 
nounced, that the usual ceremonial courtesy 
aud formal respect are to be withdrawn 
from the choice of the United States to 
your Government.

It is not within the power of 
President, nor Congress, nor any judicial 
tribunal in the United States, to take or 
"even hear testimony, or in anv mode to in­ 
quire into or decide upon the religious be­ 
lief of any official, and the proposition 
to 
allow 
this 
to 
be 
done 
by any 
foreign Government is necessarily and 
it fortiori inadmissible. To suffer an in­ 
fraction of tliis essential principle would 
lead to the disfranchisement of our citizen? 
because of their religious belief, aud thus 
impair or destroy the most im portant end 
which our constitution of government wa­ 
in tended to secure. 
Religious liberty is 
the corner-stone of the American system of 
government, and the provisions tor its se­ 
curity are imbedded in a written charter, 
and interwoven in the moral fabric of its 
laws. Anything that intends to evade a 
right

be carefully 
guarded against, and I am satisfied my 
countrymen, ever mindful of the suffering 
and sacrifices necessary to obtain it. will 
never 
consent to its’

society, that awards respect and delicate 
consideration to tiie women of the United 
States, and exacts deference in treatment at 
home and abroad of the mothers,wives anti 
daughters of the republic. The ease we are 
now considering is that of an envoy of the 
United States, unquestionably fitted, whose 
presence by the foreign Government in 
i question is objected to by its agents, on the 
sole ground that ltis wedded wife is alleged 
to entertain a religious faith which is held 
by very many of the most honored and 
valued citizens of the United States. 
It is 
not believed by the President that a doc­ 
trine and practice so destructive of religious 
liberty and* freedom of conscience, so de­ 
void of catholicity and so opposed to the 
spirit of the age in which we itve, can for a 
moment be accepted by the great family of 
civilized nations, or be allow ed.to con­ 
trol their diplomatic intercourse. Certain 
it is that it will never, in my belief, be ac­ 
cepted by the people of the United States, 
nor by any administration which repre­ 
sents their sentim ents. 
Perm it me, tliore- 
foie, being actuated only by the sincerest 
desire to strengthen the ties of friendship 
and mutual respect between the Govern­ 
ments which we respectively represent, 
most earnestly and respectfully to crave 
careful consideration of ihis note, and re­ 
quest your G overnm ent to reconsider the 
views yon have communicated to me in 
respect of the possible reception of Mr. 
Keily on a mission of amity and m utual 
advantage, which, in the amplest good 
faith, he was selected by this Government 
to perform.” 
John M. Francis, then United States Min­ 
ister at Vienna, on June 17th, notified Mr. 
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Bayard that ho had been informed that tbe 
Austrian Foreign Office raised objections to 
repciving Keilv, because Italy had objected 
to hint, and not because his wife was a Jew ­ 
ess. The Austrian Government also ob­ 
jected to Keily’s utterances. 
Mr. Bayard, on June 1st, instructed 
Francis to again present a request that the 
objections be withdrawn, and then present 
his letter of recall and turn over the le g a ­ 
tion to his Secretary, if not relieved by his 
successor. 
On August tkh, Janies Fenner, second 
Secretary of Legation at Vienna, telegraphed 
Secretary Bayard that the Austrian Gov­ 
ernment could not 
receive Keily, and 
asked tbe United States to appoint another 
Minister. 
Mr. Bay.trd, in a final letter to Lee, says : 
' From the correspondence two facts ap­ 
pear. First, that the alleged race aud re­ 
ligious faith ol tin wedded wife of an en­ 
voy of the United ráates is held as the 
cause of ltis rejection, and, further, that the 
objections of u third party, a friendly 
power, are necessary to lie removed in or­ 
der to allow a proper reception to he ex­ 
tended. These conditions are simply in­ 
tolerable, and are, in the ease of the United 
States, not only inhibited by the plain let­ 
ter and undying spirit of our constituti 'ii 
of government, but are inconsistent with 
that decent self-respect which forbids a na­ 
tion of sixty millions of freemen to accept 
the situation of diplomatic dependency of 
friendly powers, whose behests appear to 
have been acquiesced in and carried out by 
Austria and Hungary in the present in ­ 
stance.”

Mr. Bayard informs Lee that the issues 
tit us raised ate grave, and will be subm itted 
to Congress at its next meeting. 
First M eeting of th e Senate I’nhlic L ands 
C om m ittee. 
W ashington, December 14th.—The Sen­ 
ate Committee on Public* Lands held its 
first meeting this morning, and took up the 
measures referred to it by the Senate and 
referred them to sub-committees. These 
include the bills for a repeal of the pre­ 
emption, timber-culture and desert-land 
Acts, for the forfeiture of certain land 
grains, and providing for the taxation of 
railroad hit ds, all of which have heretofore 
been published. 
It is the purpose of the 
committee to have some of the more im ­ 
portant of these measures—a majority r.f 
which have already been passed upon in 
previous sessions—reported at an early 
date, placed upon the calendar and brought 
speedily to the point ot final action. 
T he L abor C om m ittee. 
W ashington, 
December 
14th.— The 
Speaker has received over one hundred ap­ 
plications from members of the House for 
a position on the Labor Committee. 
This 
committee in the last Congress was com­ 
posed of seven members, ex-Representa­ 
tive Hopkins, ot Pennsylvania, being its 
Chairman. 
The other members were 
O’Neill of Missouri, Foran of Ohio, Cover­ 
ing of Massachusetts, Jam es of New York, 
Haynes of New Hampshire, and Funston 
of Kansas. 
It is proposed to increase the 
membership to thirteen. As Mr. H opkins 
was relieved from public life, Mr. O'Neil! 
hopes to he his successor as Chairman of 
this committee. 
The great num ber of ap­ 
plications for membership on this comm it­ 
tee shows how deeply politicians regard 
the influence and strength of the labor votes. 
It is intended that thisjeommittee shall be 
organized with more care than ever before, 
as it is expected that very im portant sub­ 
jects will be brought to its consideration. 
Proposed D ep artm en t o f L abor. 


W a s h in g t o n , December 14th.—A bill 
lias been 
prepared 
by 
Representative 
Weaver, of Iowa, to create a Department of 
Labor, with a Secretary and assistant Sec­ 
retary. 
A sim ilar bill was introduced in 
the last Congress, but it failed of passage. 
Mr. Weaver proposed that this Department 
shall acquire and diffuse among the people 
useful information on subjects connected 
with labor, ascertain the cause? of discon­ 
tent between employer 
and 
employes, 
where such exist, and recommend proper 
methods for 
adjusting the differences. 
Annual reports from the Secretary are re­ 
quired, showing lite condition of labor 
throughout the United States, and if labor­ 
ers are suffering any evils as a result of in­ 
judicious legislation, and a statement of 
all strikes that have iaken place, with 
claims of both parties to the controversy. 
Sworn statements from employes are to be 
required, showing tb* v. ges patd by them 
and tin profile realized Iia 
the actual 
cash capital invested, exclusive of watered 
and ficiitious stock. The present Bureau 
of Labor Statistics is to be merged into this 
new Department. 
Claim s for In d ian D epredation*. 
W ashington, December 14th.—The As­ 
sistant Attorney-General has delivered the 
following opinion of interest to claimants 
for certain depredations: 
“ In order to 
entitle any claim for Indian depredations 
to be investigated in pursuance to the pro­ 
visions of the Act of March 3, 1885, such 
claim must have originated since the stat­ 
utes repealing the year's limitation 1834, 
went into operation, or else, if originated 
before tltal tinte, it m ust have been pre­ 
sented within three years after the com­ 
mission of the injury which constitute*' 
the basis of said claim.”

THE FRUIT QUESTION. 


The New York Tribune, in its criticism 
of the action of the California fruit­ 
growers relative to increasing shipments 
£ast, appears to have taken no account 
whatever of the question of seasons. The 
truth is, that California can put fruit into 
Eastern 
markets quite three months 
before meeting the competition of Eastern 
growers. 
The real point of merit in 
the article of the Tribune is that wherein 
it holds that the free introduction of 
California fruits will break down the 
barrier which Eastern middlemen erected 
against the consumption of the home 
product, and so the Eastern grower will 
once more enter the field,-and when this is 
done, that the day for California fruit will 
have passed. All which is suggestive. The 
San Francisco Call thinks that it would lie 
strange [indeed if, after organizing to 
break the lock in Eastern prices, the Cali­ 
fornia growers could not take care of 
themselves. 
Nothing strange about it. 
To us it seem- as easy for the growers of 
the South and East to organize as for those 
of California, and, indeed, easier, since 
they are more closely related to the trade 
of the Atlantic coast. The re-entry of 
the Eastern grower who has lately been 
cutting down his trees In many places 
must lie looked for, when California shall 
have opened the way. It is the. bight of 
folly to close our eyes to the probable. 
At hy should not the Eastern grower com­ 
pete anew ? 
What is to save our trade is 
the “ out of season ” advantage and the 
superior quality of all our vineyard pro­ 
ducts. Then, too, there is a vast region 
which has never consumed a tenth of the 
fruit it should, that is more accessible to 
us, or as easily, as it is to the people of the 
Ea-t and South. 
We refer to all the great 
territorial region of the Rocky mountains, 
and the great plains, where fruit-growing 
will never be extensively prosecuted, and 
where it can never he made greatly profit­ 
able. In the matter of citrus fruits we 
h ive no special reason to fear the foreign 
or the Florida competition. As against 
them we will lie able, probably, to hold our 
own. 
In addition to what has been said it 
remains to be seen if fruit culture cannot 
be more economically conducted here, and 
advanced to the level of greater security 
and certainty than at the East. There 
are climatic advantages that favor the 
greater profitableness of fruit-growing here, 
as against the same pursuit at the East. 
And in the matter of soil we have every 
reason to lielieve that we can compete suc­ 
cessfully with the products of Eastern 
orchards, and in a majority of cases sur­ 
pass them. 
Hut we should not be blind to 
tlie fact that if we succeed in augmenting 
the California fruit trade at the East we 
shall stimulate fruit-growing there, and 
iu et it in a new competition. 


A WATER-WAYS CONVENTION. 


The San Francisco Call refers to the ap­ 
peal of representative Democra tic Southern 
journals for a water-ways convention of a 
national character. 
It remarks, with 
amused interest, upon the change in partv 
do -trine that permits such a call to eman­ 
ate from such a source. 
We care very lit­ 
tle for that. Parties are but the creatures 
of human need. That which responds with 
the best means for attainment of the lofti- 
e t results will, in the end, be the one re­ 
dived by the jieople. It is nothing strange 
that jiolicies change, and doctrines of do­ 
mestic economy in a government undergo 
revolutions. 
All these things are but civ­ 
ilizing evidences of human progression. 
The pertinent part of the Call's editorial 
is as follows : 
Truly, the tim es change and we chungo with 
them , mil it this project could he made to result 
in securing more just and liberal treatm ent ot 
the Pacific coast, < 'alifornians would hardly find 
fault w ith the political sum m ersault of the De­ 
mocracy which brings it about. California and 
Oregon have a problem of river navigation 
w hich is more vital to them than an v iu connec­ 
tion witli the Mississippi is lo the States border­ 
ing iqioii it. except the clearing of its outlet, be­ 
cause while the question there i- m ainlv one of 
reclam ation and convenience of navigation, 
here, so lar as California is concerned at least 
navigability itself is at issue as well a- the pre­ 
servation of the valleys. 
If. by virtue ot the 
proceedings of such convention; there could be 
substituted for the petty snagging operations of 
the Government a thorough system for cleaning 
th e obstructed channels of the Sacram ento and 
San Joaquin, our farmers would be disposed to 
join hands w ith udv (.any that would help us to 
th at result, and agree to forbear all reflection 
upon tlie m utability of fundam ental political 
principles. 
We wonder that the Call should have 
had the temerity to suggest at all that anv 
thing be done by the Government for the 
reclamation of the Sacramento river. 
1- 
it not aware that it exjioses itself to the 
charge, from certain quarters, that it is bu­ 
reasen of such' advocacy a hydraulic min­ 
ing journal ? Or can it be that the Call 
estimates such silly assaults at about the 
low value we put upon them ? The truth 
is, that this whole jieople have agreed 
upon one thing—that it is the duty oi the 
Federal Government to re-toie and pro­ 
tect the navigability of the Sacramento 
river. They are agreed that such work, 
whatever it may be, will have ail the effect 


of a perpetual injunction u, on hydraulic 
mining. Now when any one comes for­ 
ward and attempts to make them believe 
that Government work on the rivers means 
longer consent to the process that ¡s de­ 
stroying them ; or that anybody who is 
friendly to the integrity of the river, de- 
sins or asks for the erection of works in, 
about, above or lielow on the rivers, that can 
l>e used as means for the continuance o f! 
hydraulic mining conducted on the tribu­ 
taries of the rivers, or that menaces the 
rivers in any way, the people write that 
-ame intelligence down assinine. 
The Waterways Convention indeed is a 
proposition to he commended. Any con­ 
sultation of the people upon matters ap­ 
pertaining to the economy of the Govern­ 
ment and the conservation of commercial 
and industrial considerations, is wise. Out 
of such councils the truth is evolved, and the 
wisest course to be pursued developed. Hut 
before any such National Convention is 
called, we want a local one in California. 
And whether there is convened a national 
council or not, the local Convention on 
Califomia’waterways should he held. 
We 
suggested last spring that such a consulta­ 
tion lie had iu the summer or early in the 
fall of this year, hut the call lues not yet 
issued. 
The Anti-Debris Association can­ 
not better further its own work or promote 
valley interests, than by calling together 
representatives of interests affected disas- 
terously by hydraulic mining, to consult 
upon the best steps to he taken to procure 
the active interference of tlie Federal Gov­ 
ernment to stops such assaults upon the 
river, and to move the Government to ac­ 
tion in the matter of restoring river navi­

T h e S k u n k w as K il l e d .— T h e St. Helena 
(Napa countv) Star says ; 
A singular and s rious accident occurred 
Thursday night at the home of A . Potter- 
ton. on the east side of the valley. Mr. 
I’otterton and his family, shortly after 
dark, detected evidences ot a skunk being 
in close proximity to the house, and the 
former, accompanied by his two boys, took 
a gun and went out to look for the odorif­ 
erous animal. They traced it to tlie cellar, 
or basement, of the house, and Mr. P., see­ 
ing the object of his search crouching in 
one comer, took aim and tired. The shot 
was followed by a terrible explosion. The 
whole of one side of the house was blown 
off and other parts undermined. Mr. Pot- 
terton and his two sons. Frank and W’tllie, 
were thrown forcibly to the ground and 
severely' burned by the powder. One of 
the boys was thrown several feet hy the 
force of the concussion. Every particle of 
hair was burned off from Mr. l’otlerton’s 
head and face, and the outer skin peeled 
off. In this horrible condition lie walked 
to town and to Dr. Tabor's office, where he 
received attention, and a hack was sent out 
for the injured boys. They were brought 
in and both found to be badly burnt about 
the head, hands and legs. Willie, the 
younger boy, aged 14, had the most serious 
burn in the palm of the hand. The injuries 
to all three, while serious and painful, are 
not necessarily fatal, being merely super­ 
fluous burns, which will in time heal over. 
The singular accident was caused lrom the 
fact that a small can of blasting powder 
was in the cellar, covered with a sack, and 
the skunk was near the can. Mr. Potter- 
ton forgot the powder, and, shooting at the 
animal, fired into the can. causing the ex­ 
plosion. The skunk was killed.

W a s h in g t o n . December 14th.—In the 
United States Supreme Court to-day Ross, 
who has been the attorney of the Board of 
Supervisors of San Mateo county since they 
removed Judge Rhodes, expected to get 
final action on his motion to dismiss the 
action against the Southern Pacific Rail­ 
road tax case. Tlie Clerk of the Court 
read a telegram received front the Treas­ 
urer and Auditor of San Mateo county, 
stating that the principal of the tax, five 
per cent, for attorney’s fees, and interest at 
the rate of two per cent, per month on the 
tax had been paid. There was therefore 
no case, and a motion to dismiss was ex- 
p:-cted to he granted. Judge Rhodes ob­ 
jected, because he said no one had a right 
to receive the money but himself, and 
asked time to make a statement. 
The 
Court gave him until Thursday. 
It is 
probable that the case will he dismissed 
then, hut shoul 1 it not be. Judge Sander­ 
son will renew his motion on behalf of the 
Southern Pacific Railroad. 
He advised 
the payment of the tax in this case, be­ 
cause it did not cover all the legal points 
on which he wished to go to Court to test 
the tax law. 
O u r H a rb o r D efenses. 
New York, 
December 14th.—General 
Newton, Chief Engineer of the United 
States Army superintending the work at 
Hell Gate, said yesterday : “ The import­ 
ance of the suggestions recently made by 
Tilden regarding the present need of har­ 
bor defenses on the Atlantic and Pacific 
coasts cannot be overstated. As I have 
before said, persons are greatly in error 
who imagine that by diplomatic delays 
war may be avoided until proper prepara­ 
tions for defenses can he made. The mod­ 
ern system is to make war sudden, sharp, 
decisive and to make the beaten partv pay 
expenses. Our important ports should lie 
protected 
fcv 
guns 
of 
the 
greatest 
power, mounted on 
reversible turrets 
and steel-armored casemated batteries. The 
monster guns now made can (fierce an 
ironclad two miles distant. The destruc­ 
tive power of guns is increasing beyond the 
buoyant power of the ships, so that vessels 
can no longer carry armor upon them suffi­ 
cient to resist the penetration. We have 
the advantage on land that we can make 
our batteries of whatever material, con­ 
structed sufficiently thick to resist the most 
powerful guns that can he built. If the 
weight of guns progresses in the near fu­ 
ture as much as in the past, we will be 
using guns on land which cannot be util­ 
ized on board a ship. It will take ten to 
twelve years to put our coast in an ade­ 
quate state of defense.” 
The General 
thought our harbor mines and torpedo sys­ 
tem entirely inadequate against the recent 
improvements in the art of countermining 
and resisting and removing torpedoes. 
T h e S ilver O uchtiou. 
New York, December 14th.—The Times, 
commenting on the fact of eighteen peti­ 
tions having been sent to the House against 
the stoppage of silver coinage, declares that 
it is the concerted, organized efforts of the 
silver mine owners of Nevada and Colo­ 
rado. In most cases they ask for the un­ 
limited coinage of silver and gold. They 
wish to be able to take $39,000,000 in silver 
direct to the Mint, and receive $45,000,000 
in standard dollars, made a legal tender by 
law. Probably they think that by deiuand'- 
ing so much more than they have they can 
compromise by keeping what they have got 
V a n d e rb ilt's W ill. 
Philadelphia, December 14th.— The 
Vanderbilt will is tlie theme of nc-wspaner 
discussion in Philadelphia, as in other 
Eastern cities.

industrial age. 
Vanderbilt’s death brings 
prominently into question the wisdom 
of permitting unlimited freedom of be­ 
quest in a democratic country, just enter­ 
ing upon the era of large fortunes.

Whereas. In the course of the last ten years 
tlie practicability of navigation has been greatly 
im paired in the Sacram ento and San Joaquin 
rivers and their tributaries, w hich threatens an 
early abandonm ent of existing channels, and 
whereas, formerly deep-draught sea-going ves­ 
sels ran regularly between San Francisco and 
Sacram ento by channels now not navigable for 
light-draught river b o ats; and whereas, the 
area of shoal w ater is increasing in the Suismi, 
Sau Pablo and San Francisco bays, m aterially 
contracting the navigable channels of these 
waters; and whereas, it is believed that the 
chief influences which have contributed to the 
obstruction of these navigable waters have 
been largely restrained, if not, indeed, entirely 
discontinued, by m eans of civil process of the 
Courts, and that the lim ner channels are capa­ 
ble of restoration without a recurrence of tlie 
evils above referred to. 
T hat the Board of Trade of San 
Francisco respectfully requests the Honorable 
S. jators and Representatives in Congress, from 
the State ot California, to give earnest attention 
to restoring to navigability the Sacram ento and 
San Joaquin rivers and th eir tributaries. 
After au d itin g a num ber o f b ills and 
ordering th em paid, th e B oard adjourned. 


H yd rau lic M iners at W crk . 
Inform ation is at hand from a m ost re­ 
liable source that h yd rau lic m iners along 
the A m erican river, at, above and below 
Iow a H ill, are ru n n in g at full blast, and 
slu icin g the m ountain sides into tlie river 
by th e acre, to com e dow n and add to the 
threatening danger of th e valley. 
A t Iow a 
H ill, Placer county, tlie m in e o f J. B . H ob ­ 
son, and others in th e vicin ity, are said to 
be u n u su ally active, and the h ill sides are 
being w ashed into the A m erican river w ith 
greatest possible activity. 
A re the authori­ 
ties and people o f tlie valley goin g to sit 
id ly by and qu ietly subm it* to this until 
spring, or is there pluck and ab ility enough 
in our authorities and their counsel to ap­ 
ply the principles already declared b y the 
Courts, and prom ptly procure an injunc­ 
tion against th is sending dow n m ountains 
o f debris to w ork further ruin to our rivers 
and bays? 
T h e M arysville Appeal o f th e 13th m ade 
the follow in g report as to w h at it had 
heard : 
“ \\'e have it on good authority 
that the U n ion H ill, Fair P lay and Cleve­ 
land Com pany h ydraulic m in es at Scales’ 
D igging, and th e P overty H ill m ine, three 
m iles distant, are all ru n n ing w ith a full 
force and a full head o f water. 
T he U nion 
H ill, Fair P lay and P overty l l i l l have all 
been enjoined. 
T he C leveland C om pany is 
a foreign corporation, w ith headquarters at 
Cleveland, O hio. 
T h e P resident o f the 
com pany gave h is prom ise that if no pro­ 
cess was brought against it n o m ore hy- 
draulicking w ould be done in tlie ®iin"e. 
T lie three form er are therefore w orking in 
contem pt o f the edicts o f the Court, and the 
latter has violated a word o f h on or.” 
A reliable correspondent o f the R ecord 
U n ion at P lym ou th also says, under date 
o f th e 13th in s t .: 
“ H ale & Co. have been 
ru n n ing their h ydraulic claim at Indian 
D iggings, and are now ru n n ing on the 
strength o f Judge Saw yer’s d ecision .” Judge 
Saw yer's decision w as sim p ly that there 
was a defect in the party plain tiff in the 
Cashm an case. 
In previous cases h e has 
established the 
principle 
that w ashing 
debris from hydraulic m ines in to the rivers, 
to their injury and to the injury o f adjoin­ 
ing lands, is a public and private nuisance, 
and granted injunctions against con tin u ­ 
ance o f m ines so operated. ' There is no 
question of the law upon th e subject, but 
there seem s to be a decided lack o f energy, 
ability or intention to see it prom ptly arid 
effectively applied. 
O ne-half of the energy 
and ability displayed by th e hydraulic 
m iners and their counsel to avoid the law, 
w ould, if applied against ilieiu , have long 
since closed every m ine on th e A m erican 
and Cosum nes.

P unishm ent.—D eputy 
Sheriff W ilson brought up from San F ran­ 
cisco last evening, en route to the State 
Prison at F olsom , Charles AA'adleigh, re­ 
cen tly sentenced for felony, h avin g been 
convicted o f en ticing E m tua L. Gass, aged 
15 years, from her parents’ h om e and plac­ 
ing her in an O akland bagnio, that lie 
m ight live off the earnings o f her sham e. 
AA’adleigh stood in the dock to receive sen ­ 
tence, apparently unabashed, but w hen he 
was sentenced to five years’ im prisonm ent 
at F olsom and to pay a fine o f $1.000, w ith 
an alternative o f 1,000 days’ im prisonm ent 
at th e expiration o f th e first term , lie 
seem ed to appreciate the severity o f liis 
pun ish m ent, if not tlie enorm ity of his 
crim e. 
T lie sentence was the extrem e 
penalty o f the law , and, in passing it. Judge 
M urphy said : “ It is an everlasting d is­ 
grace to th is city and com m u n ity tiiat we 
are invested w ith such creatures as these. 
There should be a cat-o’-nine-:ails in tiie 
hands of every honorable wom an and every 
virtuous m other, and th is m an should be 
w hipped over every inch o f ground until 
he is driven out o f the boundaries of tlie 
State. 
I know o f no offense m ore disgust­ 
ing, m ore abhorrent to m anhood and de­ 
cency, than the one o f w hich this defend­ 
ant has been found gu ilty. 
I cannot think 
in regard to th e case w ith an y degree o f 
com posure or patience. 
I on iv regret that 
the law w iil n ot perm it m e to inflict a 
heavier p u n ishm ent on th e defendant.”
